Anyone having reason 
to suspect that any horse or other animal is affected Glanders and 
with glanders, farcy, or any contagious or communi- JJl^^Jfu^^'^^ 
cable disease, shall immediately report the same to the 
secretary of the state board of agriculture, who shall 
notify the veterinarian employed by the board ; and 
said veterinarian shall promptly examine the sus- 
pected animal, and if it is found to be affected with 
glanders, farcy, or any contagious or communicable 
disease, or suspected to be so affected, the veterinarian 
shall cause the said animal to be killed and the carcass 
to be disposed of in such a manner as shall not be 
detrimental to the public health. Whenever either of 
the cattle commissioners shall find an animal which 
is suffering or supposed to be suffering from tuber- 
culosis, and to the best of their judgment said 
animal cannot live until the veterinarian employed 
by the board shall arrive, said commissioners shall 
have the power to slaughter said animal, if the 
owner shall agree to have it slaughtered at owner's 
risk; and if upon a post-mortem examination it 
shall be found that the slaughtered animal was 
affected with tuberculosis, then the animal so killed 
shall be paid for as is hereinafter provided. If on 
the other hand said animal proves to be free from 
tuberculosis, the state shall not be liable for in- 
demnity.'' 

Sec. 2. Section 11 of Chapter 99 of the General

^'Sec. 11. For the purposes aforesaid the vet- Appraisers, and 
erinarian, with one of the cattle commissioners in ^""*'**''^- 
each county, shall constitute the board of appraisers 
for said county, and the estimate of value by such 
two persons shall be final : Provided, that not more 
than fifty dollars shall be allowed for any single 
native animal, nor more than seventy-five dollars for 
any single grade animal, nor more than one hundred 
dollars for any single registered animal, and written 
notice of the amount of the appraisal, signed by the 
board of appraisers, shall be immediately given to 
the owner or claimant of said animal; and provided. 
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further^ that any party aggrieved by any award 
made under the provisions of this section may 
appeal therefrom to said board within five days 
after the receipt of said notice." 

Sec. 3. Section 12 of Chapter 99 of the General

cost of such quarantining shall be assumed and paid 
by the state, except as otherwise provided in sec- 
tion 30 of this chapter.'' 

Sec. 4. Section 13 of Chapter 99 of the General 
Laws, as amended by Chapter 344 of the Public 
Laws, passed May 15, 1896, is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows: 

"Sec. 13. The state shall pay to the owner of 
any tuberculous animal, killed under the provisions 
of section 10 of this act, one-half of its appraised 
value; but if upon post-mortem examination it 
shall be found that the slaughtered animal was not 
affected with tuberculosis, then the animal so killed 
shall be paid for at its full appraised value: Pro- 
vided, that the state shall not pay for any diseased 
animal so killed if the animal has not been owned 
by some person in the state and found in the state 
three months previous to the day of slaughter. It 
shall be the duty of the cattle commissioners of the 
several counties to demand of the owner of the 
animal or animals killed under section 10 of this 
chapter that the premises where the diseased animal 
or animals have been kept shall be thoroughly 
cleansed and disinfected to the satisfaction of the 
cattle commissioners of their respective counties, 
and the board shall direct what said cleansing and 
disinfecting shall consist of.'' 

Sec. 5. Section 19 of Chapter 99 of the General 
Laws is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 19. The inspectors of the bureau of animal 
industry of the United States, in co-operation with 
the state board of agriculture, or with any agent of 
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the state board of agriculture, shall have the right 
of inspection, quarantine, and condemnation of 
animals affected with any contagious, infectious, 
or communicable disease, or suspected to be so 
affected, or that have been exposed to any such 
disease, and for these purposes are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to enter upon any grounds or 
premises. Said inspectors, in co-operation with the 
state board of agriculture, or with any agent of the 
state board of agriculture, shall have the power to 
call on sheriffs, constables, and peace officers to 
assist them in the discharge of their duties in car- 
rying out the provisions of the act of congress ap- 
proved May 29, 1884, establishing the bureau of 
animal industry, or the provisions of the board of 
agriculture, and it is hereby made the duty of 
sheriffs, constables, and peace officers to assist said 
inspectors or agents when so requested, and said 
inspectors or agents shall have the same power and 
protection as peace officers while engaged in the 
discharge of their duties.'' 

Sec. 6. Section 22 of Chapter 99 of the General

CHAPTER 1157. 

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR REGISTERING AUTOMOBILES, Passed April 13, 

MOTOR CARS, AND. MOTOR CYCLES, AND FOR LICENSING ^-^ 

OPERATORS THEREOF. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1 . All automobiles, motor cars, and motor 
cycles shall be registered by the owner or person in 
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control thereof in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. Application for such registration may 
be made, by mail or otherwise, to the secretary of 
state, upon blanks prepared under his authority. 
The application shall contain a statement of the 
name, place of residence, and address of the appli- 
cant, with a brief description of the automobile, 
motor car, or motor cycle, including the name of 
the maker, the number, if any, affixed by the maker, 
the character of the motor power and the amount 
of such motor power stated in figures of horse 
power; and with such application shall be de- 
posited a registration fee of two dollars. Said secre- 
tary of state shall then register, in a book to be kept 
for the purpose, the automobile, motor car, or motor 
cycle described in the application, giving to such 
automobile, motor car, or motor cycle a distinguish- 
ing number or other mark, and shall thereupon issue 
to the applicant a certificate of registration. Said 
certificate shall contain the name, place of resi- 
dence, and address of the applicant, and the regis- 
tered number or mark; shall prescribe the manner 
in which said registered number or mark shall be 
inscribed or displayed upon the automobile, motor 
car, or motor cycle. A proper record of all appli- 
cations and of all certificates issued shall be kept 
by the said secretary of state at his office, and shall 
be kept open to the inspection of any person during 
reasonable business hours. The certificate of reg- 
istration shall always be carried in some easily ac- 
cessible place in the automobile, motor car, or motor 
cycle described therein. Upon the sale of any automo- 
bile, motor car, or motor cycle, its registration shall 
expire, and the vendor shall immediately return 
the certificate of registration to said secretary of 
state, with notice of the sale, and of the name, place 
of residence, and address of the vendee. 

Sec. 2. Every manufacturer of or dealer in 
autoijiobiles, motor cars, or motor cycles may, in- 
stead of registering each automobile, motor car, or 
motor cycle owned or controlled by him, make ap- 
plication, upon a blank provided by said secretary of

Sec. 8. All money collected for registration and 
license fees and fines under the provisions of this act 
shall go to the support of public roads in this state 
under the direction of the state board of public 
roads. And no fees shall be allowed or retained by 
said secretary of state out of any money received 
by him under this act. 

Sec. 9. Town councils of the several towns may 
exclude automobiles, motor cars, and motor cycles 
from certain roads in their respective towns, and 
shall designate such roads by public signs: Pro- 
vided, that such roads excluded shall not include 
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state roads or main highways leading from town to 
town. 

Sec. 10. Any person convicted of violating any penalties.

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. Charles Alexander, J. Herbert Shedd, S^SL^& 
both of the city of Providence, and Nathaniel B. g/teo/pfel 
Church, of Tiverton, in the state of Rode Island, are Brid^^^^'ap 
hereby constituted a board of commissioners who po*°^- 
shall perform the duties specified in this act.

present bridge so removed. Said bridge shall have 
a draw-span to cover a clear opening of one hundred

changes in the present Stone bridge across Sakonnet

Clause 4. He shall from time to time communi- '^H^^^^^'^''- 
cate to either or to both boards of the city council council. ^ "^^ ^ 
such information and recommend to them such 
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measures as in his opinion the business and in- 
terests of the city may require. • 

Clause 5. He shall preside in joint convention of 
the board of aldermen and common council and 
shall have a right to vote only in case of equal 
division. 

Clause 6. Every ordinance, order, resolution or 
vote which shall require the concurrence of the board 
of aldermen and the common council, except on a 
question of adjournment or of a joint convention of 
the two boards, and every order of either board in- 
volving an expenditure of money shall be conunu- 
nicated to the mayor. If he approve, he shall 
sign it, and it shall then be in force as a law; but 
if he do not approve it, he shall return the same to 
the board in which it originated, before the ad- 
journment of the next meeting thereof held more 
than ten days after it shall have been communi- 
cated to him, with his objections thereto, which shall 
be entered on the records of said board (provided 
that the mayor may approve a part of such ordi- 
dance, order, resolution, or vote and refuse to ap- 
prove the rest, and the part so approved shall be 
in force as a law); and if it, or so much thereof 
not approved by the mayor, whether the same re- 
quire a separate or concurrent vote of said boards, 
shall then pass the board of aldermen by vote of 
three members thereof and the common council 
by a vote of six members thereof, it shall then be in 
force as a law; and in all such cases the vote shall 
be taken by yeas and nays and recorded.^ No such 
vote shall be taken on the same day the mayor's 
objections are first read in the board to which they 
are sent by him. 

Clause 7. If any such order, ordinance, reso- 
lution, or vote shall not be returned by the mayor, 
with his objections as aforesaid, to the board in 
which it originated before the adjournment of the 
next meeting thereof held more than ten days after 
it shall be presented to him for his approval, it 
shall be in force, as the act of the city council or of 
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the board passing it, in like manner as if he had 
signed it. 

Clause 8. The mayor shall appoint, by and with JSt^JoffiSSrs, 
the advice and consent of the city council, the fol- '»^^- 
lowing: city solicitor, judge of probate, city audi- 
tor, harbor master, chief of police who shall also 
be city sergeant, highway commissoner, so many 
and such police constables as may be necessary, 
superintendent of health who shall be city physi- 
cian, and all officers of said city not otherwise 
provided for. 

Clause 9. The mayor shall be paid a salary of salary of. 
two hundred and fifty dollars per year, and he shall 
receive no other compensation or emolument what- 
soever from said office. 

Sec. 4. Clause 1. The board of aldermen, an- Board of awer- 
nually, at its first meeting after their election, shall Sfhow oh^en 
from their number choose a president who shall pre- *°^ ^^*^*®^ ^'* 
side in all meetings of said board, and in the absence 
of the mayor shall also preside in joint convention 
of the board of aldermen and common council. In 
the absence of both the mayor and president of 
the board of aldermen from any joint convention, 
a president for the time being shall be chosen ; and in 
case of the death, absence from the city, resignation, 
or disability of the mayor, the president of the Acting mayor, 
board of aldermen shall exercise for the time being 
all the powers and duties of the mayor. 

Clause 2. The board of aldermen is empowered f^Zf^oJ 
to license, prohibit, and regulate the business of ^J.'ifat^SSifeW 
pawnbrokers; the keeping and dealing in junk; 
the keeping of intelligence offices; the location of 
steam boilers; the setting up and maintaining of 
poles and wires, and other means for telegraph, 
telephone, electric light and electrical power pur- 
poses, and other means for conducting and dis- 
tributing electricity for general uses, also the col- 
lection and disposition of garbage and night soil; 
subject to rules and regulations, however, as the 
city council from time to time may pass and ordain 
of and concerning the same. 

Clause 3. The board of aldermen shall do and

perform all the duties required of license commis- 
sioners under Chapter 102 of the Cleneral Laws and 
acts in amendment thereof and addition thereto. 

Clause 4. The board of aldermen shall be the 
board of canvassers for the city of Cranston and 
shall have all the powers, duties, and obligations, 
and be liable to the fines, penalties, and forfeitures, 
provided by Chapters 7 and 8 of the General Laws 
and acts in amendment thereof and in addition 
thereto. 

Sec. 5. The common council shall sit and act 
separately from the board of aldermen. The com- 
mon council annually, at its organization, shall 
choose one of its members to be president, and 
shall appoint a clerk who shall be engaged to the 
faithful discharge of the duties of his office, and who 
may be removed from office and a successor ap- 
pointed by the council at its pleausre. Said clerk 
shall attend the council when in session and keep a 
journal of its proceedings, and perform such other 
services in said capacity as the council may require; 
and he shall deliver all records, books, and papers 
in his hands to his successor in office immediately 
upon such successor being qualified. 

Sec. 6. Each board of the city council shall 
keep a record of its proceedings, may determine 
its rules of order, may judge of the election and 
qualification of its members, and in case of the 
failure of an election, or of a vacancy in the board, 
shall order a new election; a quorum for business 
in each board shall consist of a majority thereof; 
and the yeas and nays upon any vote shall be en- 
tered upon the recof d at the request in the board of 
aldermen of one member, and in the common coun- 
cil of two members thereof. Said boards shall 
make such joint rules at may be necessary for the 
transaction of such business as shall require con- 
current action. 

Sec. 7. Clause L The city council shall trans- 
act its business by concurrent votes. It may make 
ordinances, rules, and by-laws for the government 
of the city, the management of its prudential affairs, 
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and for the good order of its people, and provide 
punishment for breaches thereof, and in like man- 
ner as towns and town and city councils are author- 
ired to do by general law, and as the town of Crans- 
ton is specially authorized to do by any act or acts 
of the general assembly. 

Clause 2. The city council may levy and col- 
lect taxes for all purposes for which towns and 
cities are authorized to levy and collect taxes gen- 
erally, and for all purposes for which the town of 
Cranston is specially authorized to levy and col- 
lect taxes by any act or acts of the general assem- 
bly, and appropriate and expend the same as they 
may be authorized by law : Provided, however, that 
the expenditure of the money appropriated for 
public schools, including that for the maintenance, 
improvement, and keeping in repair of the school 
property, shall be by and under the direction of the 
school committee of said city; and the said city 
council shall take care that no money be paid from 
the city treasury unless authorized by law and 
granted or appropriated by the city council; and 
it shall secure a just and proper accountability 
therefor by requiring bond with sufficient surety 
from every person entrusted with the receipt, cus- 
tody, or disbursement of money, or from any officer, 
as the city council may deem advisable. 

Clause 3. The city council shall have the care 
and management of all the property of the city, 
except as hereinbefore provided, and may purchase 
or receive any real or personal property necessary 
or useful to the city in the exercise of the powers 
granted to it; and it may let or sell such parts 
thereof as it may determine. 

Clause 4. The city council shall not expend 
any money or incur any liability on behalf of the 
city except in the execution of powers and the per- 
formance of duties authorized by law, and it shall 
as often as once a year cause to be published for 
the information of the people a general report of 
the condition of the city affairs, and a particular 
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account of all receipts and expenditures of money 
with a schedule of the city property and debts. 

Clause 5. The city council may by ordinance 
determine what officers not required by general 
law or the provisions of this act are necessary for 
the administration of the affairs of the city, pre- 
scribe their duties and fix all compensations, ex- 
cept as herein provided. 

Clause 6. The city council may in joint con- 
vention of the board of aldermen and common 
council, by the vote of three-fifths of the members 
elected to both boards, remove from office for in- 
capacity or misconduct any appointed ofiicer. 

ClaiLse 7. The city council may impose pun- 
ishment for the violation of any ordinance of the 
city by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars, or by 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days. 

Clause 8. Each member of the board of alder- 
men shall receive an annual salary of seventy-five 
dollars, and each member of the common council 
shall receive an annual salary of fifty dollars; and 
no member of either board shall be eligible to hold 
any office of profit or trust by election of the city 
council. 

Sec. 8. Clause 1. The electors of said city of 
Cranston qualified to vote for general officers shall 
on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in No- 
vember of each year give in their votes in their 
respective voting districts for a mayor, a city treas- 
urer, a city clerk, and an overseer of the poor, who 
shall hold their respective offices for the term of one 
year from the first Monday in January next ensu- 
ing and until others are elected and qualified in 
their places. 

Clause 2. The city treasurer may perform all 
the duties and exercise all the powers which by law 
are imposed upon and invested in collectors of taxes. 

Clause 3. Said city clerk shall perform all such 
duties as may be prescribed by the city council or 
by the board of aldermen, and in addition thereto, 
and to^^the duties prescribed by this act, he shall 
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discharge the duties and exercise the powers by- 
law incumbent upon or vested in town clerks. 

Clause 4. He shall act as clerk of the board of 
aldermen; shall keep a journal of the acts and pro- 
ceedings of said board; shall deliver over all journals, 
books, and papers entrusted to him, as such city 
clerk, to his successor in office immediately upon 
his successor being chosen and qualified according 
to law. 

Sec. 9. All officers under this act, unless other- ^fcertamoffl^® 
wise provided by law, and all officers chosen or cers. 
appointed by virtue of any ordinance under the 
same, shall hold office during the current muni- 
cipal year for which they may be elected or ap- 
pointed and until their successors are chosen or 
appointed and qualified in their stead; and all 
vacancies shall be filled for the remainder of the 
term. The terms of office of all officers hereafter 
elected by the electors in said city shall date from 
the first Monday in January. 

Sec. 10. The officers of the town of Cranston ^^Ji?i°^®i^®" 
who were elected by the electors in the year 1903 ^^^^'^°^^^ 
for the terms of one year, or their successors in 
office, are hereby continued in office until the first 
Monday in January, 1905, and thereafter until their 
successors are elected and qualified, with all the 
powers and duties, subject to all the limitations 
and liabilities, provided by law for like officers 
elected by the electors, and shall receive a pro 
rata compensation for their increased term of ser- 
vice, based upon their compensation provided by 
law. All officers heretofore elected by electors of 
the town of Cranston for terms exceeding one year 
are hereby authorized and empowered to hold their 
I'espective offices for their respective terms. For 
the current municipal year, all officers heretofore 
elected by the town council of said town of Cranston 
shall hold their respective offices until the first 
Monday in the month of January, A. D. 1905, and 
^til their successors are chosen or appointed and 
qualified to act. 
Sec. 11. Upon the expiration of the term of 
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office of any existing officer of said town who was 
elected by the electors for a term of more than one 
year, or his successor in said office elected to fill a 
vacancy, the town council of said town shall elect 
some person to fill such office until the first Monday 
in January, 1905, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified, and the person so elected shall have 
all the powers and duties of, and be subject to all 
the limitations provided by law for like officers 
elected by the electors. 

Sec. 12. The city council in joint convention 
at its first organization under this act, and annually 
thereafter, shall elect an assessor of taxes for the 
term of three years; a commissioner of the sinking 
fund who shall hold office for one year and a com- 
missioner of the sinking fund who shall hold office 
for two years, a commissioner of the sinking fund 
who shall hold office for three years, and annually 
thereafter a commissioner of the sinking fund who 
shall hold office for the term of three years. Said 
assessors of taxes may elect a clerk. 

Sec. 13. The school committee of said city shall 
consist of nine members, that is, two each from 
wards number one, two, four, and five, and one 
from ward number three, who shall be residents of 
the wards from which they are elected. At the 
election in November, A. D. 1904, the electors of 
the several wards qualified to vote for mayor shall 
elect members as follows : ward number one, one 
member for two years; ward number two, one 
member for two years and one member for three 
years; ward number three, one member for three 
years; ward number five, one member for three 
years. As the office or offices of the several mem- 
bers of the school committee shall become vacant 
by the expiration of their terms of service, the 
vacancy or vacancies shall be filled at the annual 
election for the term of three years respectively;

The district court of the eighth judi- }!il1?Jtiroh 
cial district shall have the same jurisdiction in the 
city of Cranston as it had in the town of Cranston 
before the passage of this act. 

Sec. 15. The territory and population of the Division into

city of Cranston is hereby divided into five wards, 
and the boundaries of said wards shall be as follows : 

(a) All that part of said city bounded north- Fifth ward, 
erly by the city of Providence, easterly by the 
Providence river, southerly by the Pawtuxet river 
and cove, and westerly by the boundary line be- 
tween the city of Providence and said city of Crans- 
ton, continuing northerly by the Elmville brook, 
running from Park pond (so-called) to Pawtuxet 
river, shall be known as the fifth ward. 

(6) All that part of said city lying northerly or Fourth ward, 
easterly of a line beginning at a point in the bound- 
ary line between the city of Providence and the city 
of Cranston, said point being the southeast corner

All moneys in the hands and pos- 
session or under the custody and control of the 
town treasurer of said town of Cranston or of any 
other officer or person and belonging to said town 
of Cranston, and all sums of money now due or to 
become due to said town, shall be paid to said city, 
and said city shall be entitled to receive and collect 
in the manner provided by law all taxes and as- 
sessments now due to the town of Cranston. 

The said city of Cranston is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue bonds imder 
its corporate name and seal to an amount not ex- 
ceeding seven hundred thousand dollars, inclusive 
of those authorized to be issued by the town of 
Cranston; said bonds shall be of such denomina- 
tions, shall bear interest at such rate, shall be is- 
sued of such number and amount, shall be sold at 
such time and in such manner, by commissioners 
or otherwise, and shall run for such period of time 
and be payable in such manner, as may be by law 
required.

AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION TO AN ACT Paawd April 

ENTITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE NEW YORK, ^-^^^^ 

PROVIDENCE AND BOSTON, AND OLD COLONY RAILROAD 
TERMINAL COMPANY," PASSED BY THE GENERAL ASSEM- 
BLY AT ITS MAY SESSION, A. D. 189L 

• 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. The name of the New York, Provi- 
dence and Boston and Old Colony Railroad Terminal 
Company, created by an act passed at the May ses- 
sion, A. D. 1891, is hereby changed to ''The Provi- 
dence Terminal Company/' 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said company shall 
not exceed two million five hundred thousand dollars, 
but none of said stock shall be sold by said company 
except for cash or at par. 

Sec. 3. Said company is hereby authorized and 
empowered to locate, lay out, construct, maintain, 
and operate, by steam or other power, a railroad 
of one or more tracks from a connection with the 
tracks operated by the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company, at some point near 
the Union Station in the city of Providence, thence 
crossing over Canal street and North Main street, 
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keeping at least fifty feet north of the northeasterly 
comer of North Mam street and Thomas street, and 
at least eighty feet north of the northwesterly comer 
of Thomas street and Benefit street, and running 
easterly, by a tunnel and the approaches thereto, 
to a point on the westerly bank of the Seekonk river 
between Red Bridge and Washington Bridge, thence 
easterly across said Seekonk river to connections 
with the tracks of the Providence and Worcester 
Railroad Company and of the^ Boston and Provi- 
dence Railroad Corporation, and for this purpose 
said company may acquire a location not exceeding 
one hundred feet in width between said points of con- 
nection, and as much greater width at said points 
of connection as may be required to make such con- 
nections by proper curves and approaches, and said 
company may construct, maintain, and operate a 
bridge of one or more tracks across said river, with a 
suitable draw therein not less than ninety feet in 
the clear, so as not unnecessarily to obstruct navi- 
gation, and subject to the approval of the secretary 
of war. 

Sec. 4. Said tunnel shall be so located and con- 
structed as not to interfere with the construction of 
any tunnel which shall have been theretofore au- 
thorized and approved by the city of Providence 
to secure better access to that portion of the said 
city lying easterly of North Main street. Market 
square, and South Main street, nor to impair the 
efficiency of any gas pipes, water pipes, sewers, or 
conduits of any nature. 

Sec. 5. Said company is hereby authorized and 
empowered to acquire, by condemnation, from time 
to time, such lands, and such interests and estates 
in lands, as said company may from time to time take 
under the authority of this act, in the manner here- 
inafter provided: Provided, however, that said com- 
pany shall have no authority to acquire by con- 
demnation any lands or any interest or estate in 
lands now owned wholly or in part by or occupied by 
the Providence & Worcester Railroad Company or 
the Boston & Providence Railroad Corporation, or 
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forming part of the location of the railroad of said 
Providence & Worcester Railroad Company or of 
said Boston and Providence Railroad Corporation. 
Sec. 6. Whenever said company may take any 
lands, or any interests or estates therein, it shall 
file in the common pleas division of the supreme

suitable persons as commissioners to appraise the 
damages sustained by the persons interested in the

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lands described in said certificate, by reason of the 
taking of said lands or of any interest or estate 
therein. Any vacancies in said commission which 
may occur from time to time shall be filled by the 
court, upon application of any party interested in 
said proceedings and upon such notice as the court 
may direct. 

Sec. 9. Said commissioners, before they proceed 
to execute their duties, shall be sworn to a faithful 
and impartial discharge thereof, and shall give rea- 
sonable notice, by publication or otherwise, in such 
manner as the court may direct, to all persons inter- 
ested to file their claims, if any they have which 
have not been released to said company, with the 
clerk of said court within sixty days from the date 
of said notice. At the end of the time allowed for 
fiUng such claims, or of any extension thereof, the 
commissioners, or a majority of them, shall fix a 
time and place for hearing all persons interested, as 
to the damages by them sustained, and shall give 
notice of such hearing by publication in one or more 
of the newspapers published in the county where 
said lands are situated, once a week for at least three 
weeks prior to the date of such meeting, and shall 
give further notice, if any, as the court may direct.

the interests or estates therein, so abandoned shall 
cease, and said company shall pay to any person

render it liable for damages to be recovered in an 
action of the case. 

Sec. 19. The common pleas division of the 
supreme court may sit at any time in any county 
for the purpose of hearing and determining any 
matter arising in any proceeding under this act 
requiring to be heard in such county and making 
any order, adjudication, or decree in such proceed- 
ing. 

Said company may, from time to time, 
issue bonds to an amount necessary to enable it to

"Sec. 13. The capital stock of said corpora- 
tion shall not exceed the sum of five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, to be fixed in amount from time to time 
by the by-laws or vote of the corporation, and shall 
be divided into shares of one hundred dollars each. 
Such capital stock to the amount of not exceeding 
two hundred thousand dollars may be issued as 
preferred stock in such amounts and at such times 
as the board of directors may determine. Such pre- 
ferred stock shall be entitled to dividends out of the 
net earnings of the corporation in each year up to 
but not exceeding four per cent, upon the par value 
thereof before any dividend is paid in such year upon 
the common stock, but such dividends shall not be 
cumulative, and after a dividend of four per cent. 
has been paid upon the preferred stock out of the net 
earnings in any year, dividends may be paid out of 
the net earnings in such year upon the common stock 
at such rate as the board of directors may determine.

be examined by any party interested therein; and 
either said company or any other party aggrieved 
by any award of damages made by the said com- 
missioners may claim a jury trial upon any item of 
damages thereby awarded, and may file a claim for 
such trial with the clerk of said court at any time 
within three months from the opening of such report. 
And such claim shall stand for trial by jury, upon 
proper issues based upon such claim, as other civil 
cases upon the docket of such court,, and shall be 
tried therein in every respect as other civil cases 
are there tried, including the right to except to rul- 
ings and to apply for new trial for cause. But if 
the party claiming such jury trial shall not therein 
obtain an award more favorable to such party than 
that given by the commissioners, such party shall 
pay costs to the adverse party, unless otherwise 
ordered by the court; and if any party claiming 
such jury trial shall obtain therein an award more 
favorable than that given by the commissioners, 
such party shall recover his or its costs from the 
adverse party. 

Sec. 8. The report of the commissioners shall 
be confirmed by the court, after being so corrected 
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as to conform to the findings of the jury in cases 
where a jury trial is claimed; and upon such con- 
firmation, execution or executions for the damages 
fixed by said report as confirmed shall issue against 
said company as upon a judgment, in due course of 
law. 

Sec. 9. Whenever the court shall have deter- 
mined that any lands are necessary to said company 
for its corporate purposes, as provided in section 5, 
said company may immediately enter upon, take 
possession of, and use such lands for its corporate 
purposes: Provided, however, that no such entry or 
use shall be made or possession be taken, except for 
the purpose of making surveys, until said company 
shall have given the security fixed by the court, as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 10. Said company may abandon any lands 
or any interests or estates therein taken under the 
provisions of this act, by filing a notice of such aban- 
donment in the office of the clerk of the court in 
which the proceedings hereinbefore provided for are 
pending, at any time before confirmation of the re- 
port of the commissioners appointed to assess dam- 
ages. If said company shall not have entered upon, 
taken possession of, or used the lands so abandoned, 
or any interest or estate therein, prior to the filing 
of such notice of abandonment, all proceedings for 
the assessment of damages for the taking of the land 
or the interests or estates therein so abandone^d shall 
cease, and said company shall pay to any person in- 
terested in the property so abandoned all his costs 
and expenses, if any, incurred in prosecuting for 
damages for the taking of such land or estates or 
interest therein up to the time of such abandonment, 
which costs shall be taxed by the clerk. If said 
company shall have entered upon, taken possession 
of, or used the lands, or any interests or estates 
therein, so abandoned prior to such abandonment, 
and the assessment of damages for the same is then 
pending before commissioners or a jury, then, upon 
such abandonment, said company shall have the 
right to give such abandonment in evidence in dim- 
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inution of damages, paying costs, if the question of 
damages is pending, on claim of jury trial, notwith- 
standing a diminution of damages in consequence 
of such abandonment given in evidence; or if the 
commissioners or a jury have finally assessed the 
damages, said company shall have a right to a re- 
vision of the assessment and to a re-assessment, by 
petition to the commissioners, in order that the 
diminution of damages in consequence of such 
abandonment may be considered, with right of any 
party interested to claim a jury trial as in case of 
the original assessment. 

Sec. 11. When the lands or any interests or es- 
tates therein in which any infant or other person not 
capable in law to act in his own behalf is interested 
are taken by said company under the provisions of 
this act, the court before which the proceedings 
for such taking are pending may appoint a guardian 
ad litem for such infant or other person, and such 
guardian may appear and be heard in behalf of such 
infant or other person at any stage of the proceed- 
ings; and such guardian may also, with the advice 
and consent of the court appointing him, release to 
said company all claims for damages for the lands 
of such infant or other person, or for any interest or 
estates therein, so taken. And if there shall be any 
dispute as to the title of any lands or interests or 
estates therein taken under the provision of this act, 
or as to the persons entitled to receive the damages 
awarded for such taking, or if the person entitled to 
receive such damages is uncertain or unknown, said 
company may pay such damages into the registry 
of the court before which such proceedings are pend- 
ing, with the same effect as to the title of said com- 
pany to such lands or interests or estates therein as 
though such damages had been paid to the person 
or persons entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 12. Any court in which any proceedings 
under this act shall be pending may, from time to 
time, order such other and further notices to be given 
in addition to those hereinbefore prescribed, and 
may make such other orders, not inconsistent with 
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the provisions of this act or with the general laws of 
the state, as may be required, in the opinion of such 
court, to protect the rights and interests of the parties 
interested in such proceedings. And any proceed- 
ings taken under this act may be amended or cor- 
rected at any stage, upon such terms and notice, if 
any, as the court may prescribe. 

Sec. 13. Nothing in this act shall authorize said 
company to condemn any portion of the location of 
any other steam railroad, except for the purpose of 
crossing the same either above or below grade and 
of maintaining suitable and convenient abutments 
or other supports for the structures erected or con- 
structed for such crossing, nor to condemn any por- 
tion of the location of any street railway, nor any 
right of way, nor to lay its tracks in any highway, 
except for the purpose of crossing such street rail- 
way, right of way, or highway, and subject to the 
public use of such highway for highway purposes- 
nor to condemn any land lying within the limits of 
any public park or square, or other public place, or 
any cemetery lands. 

Sec. 14. The costs of all proceedings under this 
act shall be taxed by the clerk of the court in which 
such proceedings are pending, and shall be paid 
by said company, except as otherwise hereinbefore 
provided. 

Sec. 15. The common pleas division of the su- 
preme court may sit at any time for the purpose of 
hearinjg and determining any matter arising in any 
proceeding under this act requiring to be heard, and 
making any order, adjudication, or decree in such 
proceeding. 

Sec. 16. Section 2 of said act to incorporate the 
Moshassuck Valley Railroad Company is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

'^Sec. 2. The capital stock of said company shall 
not exceed five hundred thousand dollars, to be 
divided into shares of one hundred dollars each, and 
to be fixed in amount from time to time by the vote 
of the stockholders.'' 

Sec. 17. Said corporation may from time to 
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time issue its bonds to an amount not to exceed in 
the aggregate the sum of two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, and may secure the same by a 
mortgage or mortgages of its property, rights, and 
franchises, for the purpose of constructing, improv- 
ing, and equipping its property; such bonds to be 
upon such terms and conditions, and executed in 
such form and manner, as the said corporation, or 
its directors, may by vote prescribe. 

If the location of the said railroad au- 
thorized by this act shall not be filed previous to 
the first day of April, A. D. 1906, or if, the location 
being made as aforesaid, the corporation shall fail 
to complete said railroad before the first day of 
April, A. D. 1909, in either of the above mentioned 
cases this act shall be void and of no effect except 
so far as relates to the liability of said company for 
damages occasioned by the location or construction 
of its said road : Provided, however, in case said com- 
pany shall have filed its location as aforesaid, and 
shall begin the construction of said railroad before 
the first day of April, A. D. 1909, then sections 16 
and 17 of this act shall remain in full force and effect.

Alexander, George F. Leete, Richard W. Comstock, 
Michael F. Dooley, Darius L. Goff, Arthur L. Kelley, 
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George E. Martin, Leander R. Peck, Eugene F. Phil- 
lips, Charles A. Wilson, William O. Blanding, Peter 
H. Corr, F. S. Farwell, Charles B. Humphrey, Ed- 
ward Holbrook, George McNeir, George L. Shepley, 
George C. Newell, and their associates, successors, 
and assigns, are hereby constituted a body politic 
and corporate by the name of the Underwriters at 
New England Lloyds, for transacting the business 
of fire and marine insurance, including sprinkler 
leakage, upon the plan knows as Lloyds, whereby 
several individuals may severally become under- 
writers upon policies of insurance without any of 
such individuals becoming jointly liable with any 
of the others upon any such policy. 

Sec. 2. Whenever twenty-five persons shall have 
become members of the association they shall pro- 
ceed to appoint from their number an advisory com- 
mittee of five who shall have the general charge and 
direction of the business: Provided, however, that 
such advisory committee shall, before proceeding to 
transact business, file in the office of the insurance 
commissioner a certified list of the members of the 
association and shall, in addition thereto, notify said 
insurance commissioner of such changes in said list 
of members as may, from time to time, be made. 

Sec. 3. Each underwriter shall, before assuming 
any obligation upon any policy of insurance, pay into 
the hands of the advisory committee the sum of two 
thousand dollars and shall pledge himself by a proper 
instrument in writing to pay to said committee a fur- 
ther sum of three thousand dollars in such sums and at 
such times as said committee may determine, but in no 
event shall any of the underwriters upon all policies 
issued by them collectively become liable for more 
than five thousand dollars, and all policy holders who 
shall sustain loss or damage shall be entitled to re- 
cover as against each underwriter only that propor- 
tion of the adjusted claim on each policy which the 
aggregate of such claims shall bear to the total lia- 
bility of each underwriter as thus limited. 

Sec. 4. The form of the policy issued shall be

Section 1. Frank D. McKendall, William S. 
Todd, Giustino De Benedictis, Joseph Paolino, 
Giovanni Narducci, Philippe Villani, William M. 
Harris, Jr., Andrea Riccardi, Walter W. Dempster, 
John A. Tillotson, and Edwin C. Pierce, their associ- 
ates, successors, and assigns, are hereby created a 
corporation by the name of ^'The Italo-American 
Mutual Trust Company,'' with power to hold and 
receive moneys in trust or on deposit upon such 
terms and conditions as may be agreed, and to allow 
interest thereon as agreed, and to invest its capital 
stock and moneys in its possession in such real and 
personal estate, commercial paper, bonds, mortgages, 
and other securities as it may deem prudent, with 
full power to sell, convey, alien, encumber, improve, 
assign, transfer, cancel, and discharge the same 
respectively, and to re-invest the proceeds thereof 
at will, with all the powers and privileges and sub- 
ject to all the duties and liabilities set forth in Chap- 
ters 177 and 179 of the General Laws and the acts 
in amendment thereof or in addition thereto. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation 
shall be a sum not exceeding two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, to be fixed in amount from time 
to time by the by-laws or vote of the corporation. 
Said stock shall be divided into such number of 
shares, and of such par value, and shall be trans- 
ferred in such manner, as shall be prescribed by the 
by-laws or vote of the corporation. The stock- 
holders of said corporation shall be personally and 
individually liable for all debts due from said cor- 
poration to the amount of the par value of the shares 
leld by them in addition to the amount invested in 
such shares: Provided, that the corporation shall 
be first sued and the corporate property first ex- 
hausted in the payment of the debts of the corpo- 
ration. 
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Sec. 3. Said corporation shall have power to re- 
ceive from executors, administrators, assignees, 
trustees, or guardians of the estate of any person 
moneys in their hands, and to allow such rate of in- 
terest thereon as may be agreed upon; for which 
deposits, so made, the capital stock of said corpo- 
ration shall be pledged, and such depositors shall be 
first indemnified in full, in case of loss, from such 
stock so pledged, in preference to all other creditors 
of said corporation. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation shall have power to re- 
ceive from executors, administrators, assignees, 
trustees, and guardians bonds, notes, mortgages, 
certificates of stocks, and other securities, as 
well as moneys, and to collect, pay over, or invest the 
dividends, income, interest, and profits thereof ac- 
cording to the requirements of the trust upon which 
the said trust company shall have received the same. 
And said corporation shall be liable therefor, and 
. its capital stock shall be pledged and holden therefor, 
in the same way and to the same extent as for moneys 
received by it under the provisions of the preceding 
section. 

Sec 5. Courts of probate are hereby authorized 
to appoint said corporation guardian of the estate 
only of any person who may be subject to guardian- 
ship ; and said corporation may accept and act under 
such appointment: Provided, that said corporation 
shall not be authorized to act in any case as executor, 
administrator, or guardian, and no letters testa- 
mentary, of administration, or of guardianship shall 
be issued to said corporation, until its acceptance 
of the appointment and trust shall be filed and re- 
corded in the probate court in which said appoint- 
ment shall be made. 

Sec 6. In all cases in which said corporation 
shall receive and accept appointment as executor, 
administrator, or guardian of any estate, bond shall 
be given by said corporation in the same manner as 
provided by law in the case of individuals so ap- 
pointed; except that said corporation shall not be 
required to give sureties upon such bonds unless 
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some person pecuniarily interested in such estate 
shall, either before or after such bond is given, file a 
written request in the court of probate making said 
appointment that bond with surety may be given; 
in which case such court may require said corpora- 
tion to give bond with surety or sureties satisfactory 
to such court in the same manner as provided by law 
in the case of individuals appointed as aforesaid. 

Sec. 7. Said corporation shall also have power 
to accept and execute all such trusts and to hold in 
trust aU such property of every description as may 
be conm[iitted to them by any person or persons or 
by any corporation or by any court of this state or 
of the United States ; and also to accept and execute 
the office and appointment of executors, administra- 
tors, guardians, assignees, or receivers of any kind 
or nature whatever, whether such office or appoint- 
ment be conferred or made by any person or persons 
or by any court of probate or other court ; and the 
whole capital stock of said corporation shall be taken 
and considered in the absence of bond with surety 
as the sole security required by law for the faithful 
performance of its duties as such executor, admin- 
istrator, guardian, assignee, or receiver, and shall 
be absolutely liable in case of any default, whether 
the bond be given or not. 

Sec. 8. Said corporation shall also have power 
to receive and execute all trusts which may be 
created or transferred to it by the decree of any 
court, and to receive all moneys that may be de- 
posited with it by any order of court, upon such 
terms as may be agreed upon ; and every court into 
which moneys may be paid by parties to any pro- 
ceeding therein, or may be brought by order or judg- 
ment, may by order direct the same to be deposited 
with said corporation. 

Sec. 9. Said corporation shall not be required to 
assume or execute any trust without its own assent. 

Sec. 10. Said corporation, whenever hereafter it 
shall receive and assume to execute the trusts of 
guardian, executor, administrator, trustee, or re- 
ceiver, shall be required to deposit with the'general • 
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treasurer of this state, in bonds of this state or of 
the state of New York or of some of the New Eng- 
land states or of the United States, an amount that 
shall be at all times equal in value to twenty per 
cent, of the entire capital stock of said corporation, 
which bonds shall be held by said treasurer as a 
deposit to secure the faithful performance by said 
corporation of its duties as executor, administrator, 
guardian, assignee, or receiver, and also as a security 
for the repayment of moneys deposited with said 
corporation by executors, administrators, guardians, 
assignees, or receivers, or trustees on special agree- 
ment ; and the parties intended hereby to be secured 
by such deposits shall in case of loss be first fully 
indemnified out of such deposit in preference to all 
other creditors of said corporation.

Sec. 11. Upon the receipt by said general treas- 
urer of such deposit of bonds from said corporation 
said general treasurer shall give to said corporation 
a certificate of the fact and amount of such deposit. 
Said general treasurer shall at all times pay over 
to said corporation the interest which .may be re- 
ceived upon such bonds, and shall at all times permit 
said corporation by its treasurer or other authorized 
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agent to receive all coupons on the same as they 
shall mature and to collect for the use of said cor- 
poration all interest due thereon or on said bonds 
however the same may be evidenced or secured, and 
shall also permit said corporation to jetire any bond 
so deposited with him on substituting therefor other 
bonds of any or either of the classes mentioned above 
to such an amount that the market value of the whole 
deposit shall not be less than the amount required 
by the provisions of the preceding section. 

Sec. 12. Every person not under guardianship

recreation grounds, school playgrounds and gardens, 
and a metropolitan system of parks and parkways 
adequate for the future needs of the greater Provi- 
dence and other parts of the State; the suggestion 
of opportunities for public improvement; the pro- 
motion of donations, devises, and legacies in further- 
ance of the objects of the association and other 
similar kindred and allied purposes.

Resolved, That a majority of all the members 
elected to each house of the general assembly voting 
therefor, that the following amendment to the con- 
stitution of the state be proposed to the qualified 
electors of the state, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article XIII of the constitution, for their 
adoption, to be denominated Article of amend- 
ments : 

ARTICLE . 

Section 1. The house of representatives shall 
consist of one hundred members and shall be con- 
stituted on the basis of population as shown by the 
United States census next preceding the appor- 
tionment, always allowing one representative for a 
fraction exceeding half the ratio ; but each town and 
city shall always be entitled to at least one member; 
and no town or city shall have more than one-fourth of 
the whole number of members. The general assembly 
shall, after any new census taken by the authority 
of the United States, re-apportion the representation 
in conformity with the foregoing provisions. As 
soon as this amendment goes into effect, and after 
each census, and as occasion may require, the general 
assembly shall divide each town and city into as 
many districts as it is entitled to representatives. 
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and one representative shall be elected from each 
district by the qualified electors thereof. Such dis- 
tricts shall be as nearly equal in population and as 
compact in territory as possible.

Providence, Tuesday, January 5, 1904. 

The two houses of the general assembly met in 
grand committee for the purpose of listening to the 
reading of the certificate given by the state returning 
board to the governor, showing names of the gen- 
eral officers of the state elected at the election held 
on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 
1903, and for the induction of the general oflScers 
elected into office. 

His Excellency Lucius F. C. Garvin in the chair. 

The certificates given by the state returning board 
were read, announcing the election of Lucius F. C. 
Garvin as governor; George H. Utter, lieutenant- 
governor; Charles P. Bennett, secretary of state; 
Charles F. Stearns, attorney-general; and Walter A. 
Read, general treasurer. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing his excel- 
lency the governor to appoint a committee of five 
to escort the newly elected officers to the floor of the 
house to be inducted into office.
